The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the 
claimed features as presented in independent claims (1,4 and 17) which include a 
method of forming a pixellated device and the pixellated device including defining 
pixelled areas , wherein each pixalled are includes a thin film transistor , a pixel 
electrode and a line conductor associated with source and drain conductors of the TFT 
all of which are formed of a transparent conductive layer . A metallic layer selectively 
electroplated over areas including the line conductor but not over the source and drain 
conductors of the TFT.
